dollars a family. For this sum 
the family will receive 24-hour 
emergency service in the entire 
metropolitan area. Modern, up- 
to-date equipment will be avail¬ 
able, and two ambulances are al¬ 
ways on call. Rescue Squad mem¬ 
bers are properly trained in first 
aid techniques, rescue operations, 
and all hold Red Cross certificates. 
Drivers are carefully selected and 
trained under standards set by 
the American Automobile Associ¬ 
ation. Equipment is consistent 
with standards set up by the 
Maryland State Police Medical 
Bureau. 

Chief Smith cited their record 
for 1953 as an example of the im¬ 
portant work done in the commu¬ 
nity. Over 300 calls were made, 
about fifty percent of which were 
emergency calls. Maternity cases 
were involved in 20 percent of the 
runs, and the remainder were of a 
routine nature. Two babies were 
delivered in the ambulance. Sev¬ 
eral children were resuscitated by 
equipment maintained by the res¬ 
cue squad. 

New Building Planned 

Inccme from the membership 
drive is expected to be used to 
improve the service and overall 
efficiency of the squad. Planned 
for the future is a rescue squad 
building, to be erected on land al¬ 
ready cleared and leased from the 
National Guard. The city has 
purchased radio equipment, both 
portable and permanently install¬ 
ed, for the ambulances and serv¬ 
ice is expected to be greatly im¬ 
proved as a result. The rescue 
squad is considered an important 
organization in civil defense plans 
for the community. 

Starting February 15, selected 
residents in each court and apart¬ 
ment building will canvass neigh¬ 
bors with membership cards and 
additional information. Residents 
are urged to sign up at that tune. 
New residents, particularly, are 
welcomed to join the Ambulance 
Club.

ville or Bladensburg ambulances 
are away on calls, the Greenbelt 
squad stands by. The local squad 
has two ambulances; a '52 Pointiac 
and a ’46 Cadillac. 

“The rescue squad was started 
in 1948,” Zoellner related. “Five 
men were the original members 
and three men put up the entire 
amount for the purchase of an 
ambulance. The personnel has 
steadily grown until the present; 
now 32 men are active members 
of the Greenbelt Volunteer Rescue 
Squad.” 

Local Support Only 

The squad is an honorary mem¬ 
ber of the Prince Georges County 
Rescue Squad Association. How¬ 
ever, the local outfit cannot par¬ 
ticipate in state funds given to 
rescue squads, because it is not 
affiliated with a volunteer fire de¬ 
partment. (Greenbelt fire depart¬ 
ment is not volunteer, but munici- 
Dally operated.) For this reason 
the squad depends entirely on con¬ 
tributions from local residents. 
The squad now owns both its am¬ 
bulances and equipment outright. 

“We need our own rescue squad 
building,” Zoellner declared. ‘The 
Court of Gardenway house the 
present open garages in the 2 
ambulances, but leave no room for 
equipment, which is scattered in 
various places, and for drills and 
important exercises. We have no 
room to park cars when squad 
members answer a call, and the 
location of the garages create a 
traffic hazard.” 

Present plans for a new building 
on land near the National Guard 
Armory anticipate a one ‘ story 
structure that can be expanded 
on three sides. “Building will be¬ 
gin in the spring,” Zoellner re¬ 
marked. “The location is good, 
the building will meet all our 
present needs and can be enlarged 
easily to meet future requirements. 
All our equipment will be in one 
place,” he added. “All we need is 
the support of every resident in 
our current membership drive.”

1. In 1947 a group of young men 
recently out of uniform saw the 
need for a rescue squad, organized 
one and began soliciting funds. 
Dick Bates, Werner Steinle, and 
Bud Gray advanced the money 
for the first ambulance. It took 
four years to repay that loan. 

2. None of the Rescue Squad 
members are paid. 

3. In the past the Rescue Squad 
relied on contributions by families 
who used the service. In order 
to budget for the building they 
hope to erect, they need as many 
memberships as possible paid in 
advance. 

4. No funds come to the Rescue 
Squad except from memberships 
and mcney-raising activities. 
When a rescue squad is part of a 
volunteer fire department, funds 
are available from the county. 
Our city councils feel that the 
Greenbelt fire department should 
net be part of the county volun¬ 
teer system, however, the residents 
have better service with the fire¬ 
men and fire-fighting equipment 
kept within the city limits. 

5. One long blast, of the siren is 
the call for the Rescue Squad. 
Residents summon the rescue 
squad by dialing 2011.

The knotty problem facing Greenbelt Consumer Services is to 
maintain democratic control during an active expansion program. 
Following several months’ study, the board of the co-op has come 
up with a “congress” type plan of reorganization which they feel 
will achieve this end. 

In brief, the plan provides for 
the formation of several local 
area memberships who elect a 
congress of representatives from 
which a board of directors may be 
elected by the members of all the 
areas. 

This plan will be presented for 
membership discussion at two ad¬ 
visory meetings: the first to be 
held next Thursday in the Arts 
and Crafts Room, Center School, 

Greenbelt, at 8 p.m. A second is 
scheduled for the meeting room 
of the super-drug store in Takoma 
Park for the following evening, 

Friday, February 26, at 8 p.m. Fol¬ 
lowing these meetings, the plan 
may be embodied in by-law 
changes to be submitted to the an¬ 
nual meeting, April 7. 

Board members unanimously 
agree a change in organization is 
necessary for members of the co¬ 
op to continue active control of 
their growing business. 

When all the stores and services 
were concentrated in Greenbelt 
the meetings were convenient for 
members to attend, and communi¬ 
cation between the board, manage¬ 
ment and membership readily 
available. . With the stores added 
at Takoma Park, the co-op has 
been able to keep its members in¬ 
formed through advisory meetings 
both in Greenbelt and in Takoma, 
through the “Co-op Newsletter” 
and by the means of scheduling 
board meetings in both locations. 

In the same way the board and 
management have been able to 
hear views of members in both 
areas. 

Faced with the likelihood of 
opening a new store in still a third 
area, the board felt that a new 
system of representation was 
needed: to give local store areas a 
voice In the over-all policy of 
GCS; to provide communication 
on all levels and between all store 
areas; to compensate for the dis¬ 
tance between store areas in 
scheduling membership meetings. 

The plan the board seeks coun¬ 
sel on is similar to the organiza¬ 
tional plans of European co-ops 
and many American farm co-ops. 

It is designed to keep the co-op 
from growing away from its mem¬ 
bers. To prevent this, the plan 
provides for the division of mem¬ 
bers into store areas, each area 
electing, by proportional represen¬ 
tation, members to a congress (one 
for each 200 co-op members in the 
area); the congress to nominate, 
from its number, members for the 
board of directors; the member¬ 
ship as a whole to vote in person 
or by proxy by majority vote for 
the board. 

(While the Hare system of pro¬ 
portional representation is the 
method prescribed for the election 
of directors in the GCS by-laws, 
recent legal opinion has ruled that 
this is not permissible in the State 
of Maryland. Hence, in this plan 
it is proposed that the directors 
will be elected by the membership 
by the majority system of voting.) 

In addition to its function of 
nominating directors, the congress 
would act as an advisory body to 
the board and as a link with the 
local memberships. The congress 
would pass on to the board recom¬ 
mendations made at the local area 
level, and in turn would keep the 
area groups informed of board; 
considerations and actions. Local 
area meetings would be conducted 
by their representatives to thje 
congress. 

The “Co-op Newsletter”, now in 
the mail to the members of GCS, 
contains an outline of the plan 
and an organizational chart. 


The action taken by the board 
is based on the clause in the mu¬ 
tual home ownership contract 
which carries over the Public 
Housing Authority regulation 
against pets which was in effect 
when Greenbelt was under gov¬ 
ernment administration. Both 
families were residing in Green¬ 
belt at that time. 1 

The Shirens and the McGees 
will have ten days in which to re¬ 
ply to the notification by the board 
that their contracts are to be ter¬ 
minated. The dog-owners have 
the right to appeal the board's de¬ 
cision to the GVHC membership 
and may do so by petition at the 
annual meeting on March 9. 

Although litigation may possibly 
result from the action of the 
board, a majority of the directors 
felt that firm action was neces¬ 
sary if the rule against dogs is to 
be enforced.

Professor Gruchy Talks 
On Economics & Co-op 


Inter-County Freeway 

A committee from the Greenbelt 
Citizens Association appeared at 
the board meeting to plan a unit¬ 
ed campaign with GVHC to force 
the relocation of the section of the 
roadway for the Inter-County Belt 
Freeway, now planned through 
Greenbelt. 

The committee reported that it 
had learned that a final decision 
on the site of the Freeway would 
be made within three or four 
weeks by the State Roads Com¬ 
mission and that immediate action 
was necessary. Ralph Webster, 
chairman of the GVHC board, re¬ 
vealed that a few days before lie 
had talked to Mr. Drayer, assist¬ 
ant to the chief engineer of the 
Commission and had received a 
promise that no action would be 
taken until the matter had been 
discussed' with representatives of 
Greenbelt organizations. He has 
written to Drayer to confirm this 
promise. 

New Voting System 

Taken up by the board was a 
petition that the majority voting 
system be used in the GVHC an¬ 
nual elections. The week before 
the board had nullified the Hare 
system because of its illegality and 
substituted the plurality system. 
The petition for a by-law amend¬ 
ment which would call for the use 
of the majority system means that 
the members will be called on to 
decide at the annual meeting whe¬ 
ther they prefer the plurality or 
the majority voting system. There 
will be no vote on the Hare system. 

Landscape Improvement 

Webster urged that the board 
begin serious consideration of do¬ 
ing something to clean up the 
landscape of Greenbelt. He point¬ 
ed out that there were areas in 
which GVHC had cleurcut respon¬ 
sibilities. 

Hans Jorgensen, chairman of 
GCA landscape committee, report¬ 
ed that his group was very much 
concerned with this problem. Thi 3 
was confirmed by Glen Burrows, 
also of GCA, who added that the 
action must begin with the city 
council. 

Burrows argued that the fact 
that Greenbelt residents -must 
leave their cuttings, leaves, ear- 
tons, and other such trash in their 
backyards to await pick-ups de • 
pending on phone calls was con¬ 
tributing to the unsightly appear¬ 
ance of Greenbelt. He argued 
that regular receptacles should be 
provided by the council for such 
trash. Webster indicated that he 
was in complete accord with this 
and promised that GVHC would 
take the matter up with the city 
council. 


“Changing Economic Systems 
and the Cooperative Movement” 
was the topic of a public lecture 
given by Allan G. Gruchy, pro¬ 
fessor of economics at the Uni¬ 
versity of Maryland, Wednesday 
night at the Friends Meeting 
House, 2111 Florida Ave. N.W. 


quickly became a big problem

Prof. Gruchy outlined changes 
occurring in American capitalism, 
Scandinavian socialism and Rus¬ 
sian communism. He described 
the role of the cooperative move¬ 
ment and its potential future sig¬ 
nificance in the changing eco¬ 
nomic scene. 

Author of the book, “Modern 
Economic Thought: The American 
Contribution,” Prof. Gruchy is 
now preparing for publication a 
study of the world’s major eco¬ 
nomic systems. He returned re¬ 
cently from a trip to England 
where he studied the economic 
program of the British Labour 
Party. 

Prof. Gruchy spoke at the third 
in a series of six lectures on con¬ 
sumer cooperatives. He was in¬ 
troduced by Paul R. Ashbrook. 
president of the D. C. Credit Un¬ 
ion League. The series is sponsor¬ 
ed by the Potomac Cooperative 
Federation and sessions are held 
each Wednesday in the Friends 
Meeting House. Lectures start at 
8 p.m. and are followed at 9 p.m. 
by an hour of open discussion. 

Next lecture in the series will 
be given on February 24 by Wal¬ 
lace Campbell, director of the 
Washington office of the Coopera¬ 
tive League of the U.S.A. Mr. 
Campbell will describe the inter¬ 
national significance of consumer 
cooperatives. He will be intro¬ 
duced by Dillon S. Myer, execut¬ 
ive director of Group Health As¬ 
sociation. 

Programs and information 
about the lecture series are avail¬ 
able from Gail M. Harper, 2-B 
Eastway, or from the Greenbelt 
Consumer Services office.
